Under  the  watchful  eye  of  Coach  James 
A.  Cobb  the  Flying  Tiger  Football  Team 
had  a  most  successful  season.  The  Tigers, 
undefeated  and  scored  on  only  once  within 
the  conference,  ran  off  with  the  North 
Piedmont  Championship.  The  record  for 
all  games  played  was  seven  victories,  four 
defeats,  and  one  tie. 

Jamestown  opened  the  season  with  a  6-0 
victory  of  the  strong  Guilford  team.  The 
Tigers  were  hard  pushed  in  the  first  half 
but  came  back  strong  after  the  intermission 
to  push  across  the  lone  touchdown  of  the 
game.  The  Tigers  got  into  an  early  season 
slump  and  dropped  two  County  Conference^ 
games  to  Bessemer  and  Rankin.  Follow- 
ing this  the  team  celebrated  Homecoming 
by  pasting  a  39-0  defeat  to  Summerfield. 
In  the  annual  game  with  our  traditional 
rivals  the  Tigers  more  than  avenged  last 
year's  defeat  by  annihilating  the  Trinity 
Bull  Dogs  35-0.  They  followed  with  an- 
other North  Piedmont  victory  over  Allen 
Jay  34-0.  In  a  game  played  in  a  sea  of 
mud,  the  heavier  and  more  experienced 
Bucking  Elks  of  Elkin  wallowed  the  Tigers 
by  the  tune  of  14-6.  Jamestown  bounced 
back  into  win  column  by  defeating  Madi- 
son in  a  thriller  13-7.
